London, February 18.—Hostile air- 
planes are attempting a raig against 
London again tonight. making tne 
third raid in as many nights.

“Hostile aircraft crossed the coast 
shortly after 9 o'clock tonight and pro- 
ceeded toward London. None of the 
‘ Yaiders penetrated the defenses, 


no cashalties.” 

. 27 Killed in Previous Raids. 

In the two air raids of Saturday and 
Sunday nights on London the Ger- 
mans killed a total of 27 persons and 
injured 41. In each case only one 
raider appears to have been able to 
estapé the British barrage and bomb 
London itself. The greatest harm was 
done by the Sunday night raider, 
when bombs killed 16 persons and in- 
jured 37.

Sanitary Ordinances. 

Two important sanitary ordinances 
were passed by city .council Monday 
afternoon.

mre to safeguard the health of the sol-

Report on Gas Prebe. 
Final action was taken on the gas 
inquiry Monday when Councilman Mc- 
Clellan, chairman of the special gas 


committee, filed with the eity council 
the report of its deliberations. 

The report stated that the Atlanta 
Gas company has not increased the ca- 
pacity ,of its plant sufficiently to meet 
its great increase in business: that 
from January 24 to February 8, the 
quality of the gas was noticeably and 
admittedly inferior and that it is stil) 
not up to the standard. 

The committee reported going before 
the railroad commission and the action 
of the commission in requiring the Gas 
company to double the quantity of oil it 
had been using in the manufacture of 
its gas, with the result that an immedi- 
ate improvement was noticed. .

BY THE BOLSHEVIKI; 
THOUSANDS KILLED 


Petrograd, February 18.—Kiev, one 
of the principal cities of the Ukraine. 
was captured by the Bolsheviki after 
sanguinary fighting. The streets were 
filled with dead or wounded. Whhiie 
the fighting was at the height the city 
was bombarded by Bolshevik aviators 

The casualties at Kiev are estimated 
at 4,000 killed and 7,000 wounded. 

News of the capture of Kiev was con- 
tained in an official dispatch received 
by Bolshevik headquarters. The Soviet 
forces, under Colonel Muravieff, who de- 
feated Kerensky at the beginning of the 
latest revolution, re-entered the city, 
from which the Ukraine forces had 
fied, after releasing the Bolshevik au- 
thorities whom they had imprisoned a 
few days before.

GERMAN SOCIALISTS

Barly Monday afternoon following 
a conference at the Fulton County Tow- 
er between Mr. Hirsch and his wife, 
Mr. Hirsch gave out the following 
statement:

I have no state- 
ment to make at the present except 
that it is my purpose to fulfill every 
obligation that rests upon me. In the

Friends of Mr. Hirsch construed this 
statement to mean that he would af- 
ford his wife every facility for making 
her defense, and that he would not op- 
pose her in any way. 

Mr. Hirsch arrived at the Tower at 
11:15 a. m. and was accompanied by 
Dr. J. Sprole Lyons, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church, of which he 
and Mrs. Hirsch are members. At the 
time of their arrival Mrs. Hirsch wae 
in conference with her attorney, J. R. 
Bedgood, of the firm of James & Bed- 
good, in the reception room at the jail. 
Mr. Hirsch was immediately admitted 
upon announcement of his arrival, and 
Colonel Bedgood came out of the room 
as Mr. Hirsch went in. After a half 
hour's conference together, Mr. Hirsch 
came to the door and called for Dr. 
Lyons, and the three were then closet- 
ed together for the better part of an 
hour. 


DISPLAY 
EMOTION. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Hirsch displayed 
much emotion after the meeting, and 
it was evident that it had proven a 
very painful occasion for both of them. 

Immediately after leaving the Tower, 
Mr. Hirsch made arrangements with a 
first-class boarding house on Washing- 
ton street for meals to be sent to his 
wife while she remains in the jail. The 
first of these was taken to her at sup- 
pertime Monday and she enjoyed a 
splendid meal of “genuine southern 
cooking” for the first time since her 
arrest. 

During Mr. Hirsch’s visit to the 
Tower Cook, the other defendant, was 
in the jailer’s office with a deputy, but 
he and the husband did not meet. 

Mrs. Hirsch held lengthy conferences 
with her counsel] during the day Mon- 
day and part of the time Cook was also 
present. No statement was made by 
the defense and it is not anticipated 
that any further formal statements 
will be made. 

Mrs. Hirsch has given orders to the 
jailer in charge of the Tower that no 
one is to be admitted to see her, save 
with written permission from her coun- 
sel. This, it was stated, is to obviate 
the embarrassment and worry which 
a round of curiosity seeking visitors 
would incur. 

Both sides in the case forecast many 
sensational developments when the 
hearing is heard.

New York, February 18.—Secretary 
of the Treasury McAdoo today appealed 
to Liberty Loan workers in the sec- 
ond federal reserve district’to use their 
utmost efforts in the forthcoming Lib- 
erty .Loan campaign, declaring that 
“upon the speed and efficiency with 
which you perform the work committed 
to you depends the lives of thousands 
of men and women in the world.”

The food administration has invoked va- 
rious and sundry measures to effect food 
conservation. They are all good, amply 
justified, and the public has dutifully, wil- 
lingly and patriotically co-operated in carry- 
ing them out. This is true of the people of 
Georgia; but the point fs this: If there is 
insufficient food in the country, all the con- 
servation in the world will not supply the 
deficiency. Saving food does not create 
food. 

Under Mr. Blalock’s plan, a farmer who 
raises an acre of cotton must raise also at 
least an acre of corn or other food crops. 
Perhaps the majority of Georgia farmers 
would do that anyhow, but some sort of rule 
will be required to insure that all will do 
their duty in that direction. 

Such a division of farm crops in Georgia 
would do two things: First, it would in- 
sure the production of. sufficient food in 
this state to meet all of our own needs, and, 
with anything like a favorable season, con- 
siderable in excess; and, ‘second, it would 
hold the cotton production down to a point 
insuring continuation of good prices. 

The south stands to win immeasurably 
by such a policy, and to lose not a dollar. 

For that reason it is to be hoped that 
the business men and farmers will rally to 
its support with such cordial spirit and 
unanimity that, even if the government does 
not take the ation suggested, the policy

Washington, Fobruaty 18.—The diced 
woman, wife of an ofl miller, had 
been paying her grocer nearly $2 «a 
gallon for cooking oil, while her husband sold 
his unrefined peanut ofl to a refinery for 
She sent a small sample 


bureau of chemistry of the department with 
the request that, if possible, she be told of a 
method by which it could be made suitable 
for household use. The filter paper method 
was suggested, and its success was told in 
a letter which said: 


“The sample that you returned, also that 
which I have filtered myself, has surpassed 
my best expectations, and I am now using 
it in all cooking except biscuit. My husband 
is delighted over what so simple a filter does 
for the oil and has same on exhibition in 
his office.” 


The simple method of refining is regarded 
as important because it illustrates the ease 
with which a local market for cold-pressed 
peanut oil can be developed by mill operators. 
Specialists of the department for several 
years have been urging peanut oil crushers 
to make at least a part of their oil from 
shelled,peanuts, pressing them cold. The - 
specialists warn, however, that not all crude 
peanut oil will be entirely satisfactory when 
simply filtered because some of it is made 
from stock that contains too many rancid 
nuts. In some mills where the whole nuts 
are pressed, the field dirt is not entirely 
removed from the shells and often pieces of 
vines and trash are not entirely taken out, 
and when these are cooked and pressed with 
the penauts the oj] will net have a sweet 
flavor. Hardly! 


But if the mills will press sound stock, 
preferably after removing all or nearly al! 
the shells, and with little or no cooking, and 
then filter the oil as soon as possible after 
it comes from the press, the specialists say 
they can supply all the salad and cooking 
oil needed in their communities and in time 
build up considerable demand for the home- 
filtered product.

Apiarists 
Exempted. 

While on this subject it will be interesting 
to bee-keepers in the southeast to know that 
the food administration has exempted apia- 
rists from the sugar-purchasing restriction. 
They will-hereafter be allowed to buy all 
the sugar they need where the safety of 
the bees would be endangered by a failure 
to supplement the natural stores. 

Even in the face of world shortage, the 
foof administration has decided, the industry 
of the bee deserves reward. Last summer 
was a poor season for honey producers in 
many sections of the country. Prouth and 
partial failure of clover and other crops 
brought the bees to the end of the season 
with weakened stores. Many bee-keepers 
have needed sugar for strengthening colonies 
and will need still more to stimulate brood 
rearing in the spring. Dealers, however, have 
hesitated to deliver it, fearing they might 
violate the wishes of the food administration. 

The needs of the bee have been recog- 
nized in other countries. In some of them 
experiments are being conducted in an effort 
to find some practicable method of denatur- 
ing sugar, so it can bd safely fed to bees 
but cannot be used for human. consumption. 
This would remove the possibility of using 
the apiary as a means for obtaining sugar 
under false pretenses.

I say 
this for the reason that the ‘western corn 
does not always have time to mature, but is 
cut down and shocked, stalk d all; while 
here, in south Georgia, allcorn e@sily reaches 
maturity. Our corn is, therefore, much hard- 
er, and the meal is lively and upstanding. 

It may be that the sand that is in our 
soil contributes to the hard ar sg our 
corn, but this may be fanciful. 

In the past, our corn has not come into 
its own, for the reason that It easily became 
infested with the corn weevil, ren A gs it 
worthless for commercial purposes. In re- 
cent years, however, there has ben, devel- 
oped a very inexpensive chemical treatment 
for corn, which settles the problem of the 
weevil.

COST OF PRINT PAPER 
IN- NEWFOUNDLAND 


Washington February 18.—Under 
conditions less favorable than in the 
United States, New Foundland manu- 
facturers are able to produce news 
print paper at a cost running from $43 
to $45 a ton, William Scott, manager 
of Lord Northcliffe’s New oundland 
mills, said at today’s sessions of the 
federal trade commission’s price-fix- 
ing inquiry. These estimates range 
from $10 to $15 per ton below the pro- 
duction costs claimed by American 
manufacturers. 

For 1917, he said, the production cost 
of news print averaged $38 per ton, in 
1916 $30, and’in 1915 $26. Even un- 
der adverse working conditions and 
winter weather, the production cost for 
December, 1917, was only $41.95, he 
claimed, Increased cost of manufac- 
turing materials has advanced operat- 
ing costs a few dollars a ton in the 
last two months. 

Mr. Scott was called to Washington 
to testify at the express desire of the 
commission which wished to compare 
New Foundland and Amerioan produc- 
tion costs. 

A request that a time be fixed for 
hearing representatives of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Paper Makers 
was tabled by Commissioner Colver un- 
til March 4. 

Henry A. Wise, counsel for the man- 
ufacturers, intimated at that time data 
would be laid before the commission 
tending to show that new labor wage 
demands must be met, involving a ma- 
terial advance in production costs. The 
present wage expires May 1. 

Mr. Scott was recalled to the stand 
later and enumerated a number of war- 
time production difficulties confronting 
New Foundland mills. Pulp, which must 
be imported from Nova Scotia, costs 
$14 per ton, he said, the price of chemi- 
cals has soared, and there is a marked 
labor shortage, due to the entr@nce of 
many men into mill service. In com. 
peting with American producers, the 
witness said, the New Foundland manu. 
facture always must bear the addi- 
tional burden of heavy duties and 
freight charges on imported materials. 
The hearing was adjourned to March 4.

“Chief emphasis should be given to 
the production of the great staple food 
products, with special stress on wheat 
and hogs, the leading war foods. It is 
believed that the necessary production 
can be secured through the use of the 
best know farm methods, but it may 
be necessary a small extent to 
sacrifice certain of ‘the less important 
farm crops temporarily in the interest 
of others which rank highest in im- 


portance as food for man.”

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DENTIST FOR KAISER 
RETURNS TO AMERICA 


An Atlanta Port, February 18.—Dr. 


Arthur M. Davis, of Piqua, Ohio, who 
was dentist for Emperor William of 
Germany, returned to America today 
on a neutral steamship. He said he 
left Germany January 22. having been 
Allowed to cross the border on a milli- 
tary pass personally signed by the em- 
peror. 

Dr. Davis asserted that the Russian 
situation was the foremost topic in 
3erlin when he left and the develop- 
ments at that time had caused great 
rejoicing. He declared the food situa- 
tion in Germany was not so bad as had 
been reported. 

“The fact’ that the United States is 
in the war and sending troops to 
France is, of course, generally known 
among the German people,” Dr. Davis 
continued, “but they do not appear to 
take the United States seriously. Rath- 
er they do not seem to believe America 
is serious. They still have faith in 
the submarine, but they are not so en- 
thusiastic over the U-boats as they 
were a year ago.” 

He added that there were about 
twenty Americans still in Berlin. They 
were not interned, but were required 
to report to the police authorities 
daily. Neither are they permitted to 
leave the city, and consequently know 
but little of what is going on else- 
where.

Washington, February 18.--Congress 
was asked by Secretary Daniels today 
for $230,077,152 to further expand the 
navy’s great building program, pro- 
vide for more ordnance and ammuni- 
tion, cover additional pay for an ex- 
pansion of the marine corps from 30,- 
000 to 50,000 men and meet other ex- 
penses not contemplated in this year's 
naval appropriation bill.

DENOUNCED BY WATSON 


Washington, February 18. — Provi- | 
sions of the Overman bill giving Presi- 
dent Wilson wide ‘power to reorganize 
the war branches of the government 
were denounced ag “unconstitutional” 
and “autocratic” by Senator Watson 
today in the course of a speech in sup- 
port of the senate draft of the admin- 
istration’s railroad bill. 

“The Overman bill,” declared Sena- 


to my mind are entirely unjustifiable, but 
the most reprehensible feature of that 
measure, in my judgment, is the one 
that provides that this autocratic au- 
thority shali continue for one year 
after the termination of the war. Why 
seek in that measure, as in the railroad 
bill, to perpetuate power asked to 
prosecute the war into the days when 
there shall be no war? These are war 
powers. They have no place in our 
peace establishments and every patriot 
should cry out against these efforts to 
take advantagé of the extreme necessi- 
ties of war to seize unlimited authority 
to be used for some purpose in the 
davs of peace. 

“IT am willing to confer upon the 
president,” the Indiana senator con- 
tinued, “all the. powers necessary to 
win the war; I have voted for several 
measures, the necessity of which Il 
doubted, because he stated that the au- 
thority sought was essential to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of this conflict; but 
l am not yet convinced that in order 
to win this war, it is necessary to 
confer upon the president these tre- 
mendous powers for a period of peace 
long after the conflict shall have 
ceased.” 

Senator Watson approved the provi- 
sion in the railroad bill, limiting gov- 
erninent control over the railroads to 
eighteen months after the war, but 
opposed the administration's original 
proposal to leave this period indefinite. 

Adoption of the standard of compen- 
sation provided in the bill was also 
urged by Senator Watson. He declar- 
ed it “better under existing circum- 
stances to deal generously with the 
roads than to have eighteen billions 
of properties plunged into litigation.” 

“It may be necessary,” he added, “to 
carry out this vast project for the 
president to raise the rates and he 
should give power to assume the initia- 
tive in this undertaking. It follows 
that their control and operation should 
be placed in the hands of the execu- 
tive department of the government in 
order to properly finance the operations 
of all the railroads.” 


WHEATLESS WEEKS 
SAID TO BE IMMINENT 


Washington, February 18.—Wheat- 
less weeks instead of wheatless days 
are imminent unless production is in- 
creased, the senate agriculture com- 
mittee was told today by C. H. Hyde, 
representing the Oklahoma state coun- 
cil of defense, who said that price- 


fixing by the food administration 
should be extended to wheat substi- 
tutes. 

Hyde suggested that authority to fix 
prices be either increased by permit- 
ting price-fixing on all commodities, 
or curtailing the food administration's 
authority’ to stipulate the price of 
wheat and other food commodities,
